Care of Aaparniriis 15cil?. 


The future of the asparagus bed de- 


pends largely on the cure given, it the. 
first year after plant ing. Cultivation 
is largely what the bed needs during 
this livst season, not only for the'pur- 
pose of keeping down the weeds, but to 
keep a mulch of loose earth on the sur- 
face so that the moisture iu the soil 
may be retained. Of course, during the 
lirsl. season quantities of small sprouts 
will grow, and the soil should be raked 
or cultivated close up to these sprouts, 
but care must lie taken not to cover the 
crown of the plant with the soil. In 
sonic sections the practice is to culti- 
vate away from the plants instead of 
toward them, but. as :i rule. Ibis is not 
desirable except in the case of a mod- 
erately wet summer. In a dry summer 
or during the season when drought is 
prevalent, the cultivation between the 
rows and the throwing of the soil to- 
ward the young plants, assists iu keep- 
ing the growth moist, which is abso.

Tlio coronation of King Edward Yll. 


will not take place until next .lime, lint 
active preparations are already being 
made for tlie event. The lime is none 
too long, says the London Daily Mail, 
for the enormous mass of work to be 
done.- England lias as yet little idea of 
the pump ami glory of the coming cere- 
monies. London next .lime will lie the 
scene of such magnificent pageantry 
and representation of power and might 
:is will eclipse the glories of the Jubi- 
lee celebrations in 1887 and 1807, and 
will provide for all who have the privi- 
lege of seeing it a vision of splendor uti- 
cqiialed In recent times. 


No doubt it is possible to view wilb 


some measure of regret the discontin- 
uance of certain customs, such as the 
procession and baiKiuet, invested with 
venerable antiquity. Hut as they have 
already been set aside. In 1S:!1 ami 1S38, 
the continuity lias been broken, and 
there is all the difference in the world 
between the survival of ancient usages 
which link past and present and their 
revival after a long interval. 


The British nation would never sanc- 


tion any proposal such as that made by 
AVIlliam IV. to omit or cnrlnil the coro- 
nation service with Its 
own 
proper 


pomp and circumstances, as It has come 
down by the nuhroken traditions of a 
thousand years, and the decision come 
to on the subject serves to Illustrate the 
wisdom oC King Edward and his genius 
for devising re-ally effective, 
because 


entirely appropriate, state pageants. 


If there is to lie any revival of dis- 


used pageantry, the royal cavalcade 
through the streets of the capital, origi- 
nally discontinued on account of the 
then unsanitary condition of London, 
would give the greatest pleasure to the 
loyal subjects of the King, who would 
thus have their part In acclaiming his 
formal entry on his great inheritance.

The sovereign of (ircat Britain Is one 


jf the few occupants of u throne who 
still at their coronation receive the sa- 
cred unction. He is almost the only 
one who receives his crown kneeling, 
iiaving It placed upon his brow by (he 
irhiirch—111 tlin person of the chief bish- 
op present. From the time of Napoleon 
the heads of the great military monar- 
chies have preferred to lake their 
crowns into their own hands, and per- 
form the actual coronation for them- 
selves. The English sovereign at the 
moment of coronation assumes a pos- 
ture of humility, conscious of the great 
trust committed to his charge -a trust 
conferred, not for his personal glorilica- 
lion, but for the welfare of his people— 
a trust for the due 
performance of 


which he confesses himself to lie ac- 
countable. ..Tile- King will kneel to re- 
ceive his crown, in 
acknowledgment 


that the true privilege of kingship lies 
in tlie unrivaled opportunity it confers 
of serving the slate, whose visible head 
ho is.

Late Hatched Poultry. 


While, of course, the dependence for 


v.-inter layers must be placed on the 
chicks that are hatched in February, 
March and early April, there is no 
question but what June and July hatch- 
ed chicks may be made profitable, pro- 
vided they are kept growing at the 
greatest possible rate all through the 
summer. The present season, owing to 
the rainy weather, the early hatches 
were very poor, and where the hatch- 
ing was done by the old hens it seemed 
almost impossible to get enough hens 
in a broody condition to do anything 
along this line, so that this year, more 
Lhax> for several years previous, there 
will be very many late hatched chicks. 
Jtme and July hatched chicks should 
have all of the green food they can ob- 
tain on a good run, fed carefully with 
small grains, and. while not being over- 
fed, should have food every time they 
show any inclination of being at all 
hungry, the plan being to make every 
day count in giving them weight and 
strength. This treatment should be en- 
forced regardless of the destiny of the 
chick. If it is to go into -winter quar- 
ters to lay at the proper age. it will be 
all the better for the treatment indi- 
cated, while if it is to be put on the 
market in the early fall, it certainly 
would be more profitable to have it of 
good weight.

The time is none 
too long:, says the London Daily Mall, 
for the enormous mass of work to be 
d©ser England has as yet little idea of 
the pomp and glory of the coming cere- 
monies. London next June will be the 
scene of such magnificent 
pageantry 


and representation of power and might 
at ivill eclipse the glories of the Jubi- 
lee celebrations in 1SS7 and 1S9T, and 
•will provide for all who have the privi- 
lege of seeing it a. vision of splendor un- 
tqualed in recent times. 


No doubt it is possible to view- with 


some measure of regret the discontin- 
uance of certain customs, such as the 
procession and banquet, invested with 
venerable antiquity. But as they have 
already been set aside, in 1S31 and 1S3S. 
the continuity has been broken, and 
there is all the dlOTc-rence in the world 
between the survival of ancient usages 
-which link past and-present-and- their 
revival after a long Interval. 


The British nation would never sanc- 


tion any proposal such as that ruade by 
"William IV. to omit or curtail tte coro- 
nation service with its own 
proper 


pomp and circumstances, as it has come 
down by the unbroken traditions of a 
thousand years, and the decision come 
to on the subject serves to illustrate the 
wisdom of King Edward and his genius 
for devising really effective,

Lastly, the 
King will be endued with the episcopal 
cope, and will receive the ring, gloves, 
and Bible.

The sovereign of Great Britain is one 


of the few occupants of a. throne who 
still at their coronation receive the sa- 
cred unction. He is almost the caly 
one who receives his crown kneeling, 
having it placed upon his brow by the 
church—in the person of the chief bish- 
op present. From the time of Napoleon 
the heads of the great military tnoruir- 
chies have preferred to take their 
crowns into their own hands, and per- 
form the actual coronation for them- 
selves. The English sovereign at the 
moment of coronation assumes a pos- 
ture of humility, conscious of the great 
trust committed to his charge—a trust 
conferred, not for his personal glorifica- 
tion, but for the welfare of his people— 
a trust for rhe due oerforniance of 
which he confesses himself to be ac- 
countable. ^-Tire King will kneel to re- 
ceive his crown, in acknowledgment 
that the true privilege of kingship lies 
in, the unrivaied opportunity It confers 
of serving the state, whose visible head 
he is. 


Quaint and curious are some of the 


questions upon which the Claims com- 
mission will have to decide.

find cover. The Lord Mayor has held 
this office since the tame of Richard 
III., when Lord Mayor Shaw performed 
a service for the King which earned 
him reward and established an office. 
It was rumored that King Edward 
would dispense with this service, but as 
Queen Victoria recognized the histori- 
cal precedent when she was crowned, 


and privileges as do. or saasi appertain 
unto them, or any of them?"' 


"All this I promise to do."' 
The sovereign then goes to the altar, 


and. laying his hand upon the Gospels, 
takes the following oath: "The things 
which I have heretofore promised I 
will perform and keep, so help me 
God." 


The King then kisses the book and 


signs the oath. The oaih has not yet 
been altered to suit the disestablish- 
ment of the Irish church. 


The coronation of a sovereign is not 


necessary to establish fits authority, as 
the oath of accession is sufficient. 


There is some doubt as to the title by 


which Edward VII. will be crowned. 
The question is receiving serious con- 
sideration, as the relations of the moth- 
er country with the colonies have

possession of Henry IV., then Duke of 
Lancaster, during a foreign war. It 
was destroyed by Cromwell, but has 
been renewed in fac-simile. With it is 
the golden spur, or ampulla, which is 
adorned with four fine pearls in the 
handle. 


St. Edward's crown, too. was stolen 


in 1642, but has also been 
renewed. 


This is used TO place on the sovereign's 
head. The crown of State, so called be- 
cause it is worn by the king coming in 
state to the Parliament, is a much more 
valuable crown, the ruby in it being 
worth 550.000. and its total value put at 
$530.000. The stones are taken out of 
it on coronation day. fixed in collets, 
and pinned into the imperial crown. 


Queen Alexandra will not wear the 


crown worn by her lamented Majesty 
Queen Victoria, but the crown known 
as Queen Edgitlia's. called after 
the 


wife of Edward the Confessor, 
but 


made first for Catherine, consort of 
Charles II- and. by order of King Ed- 
ward VIL, his consort will be spoken of 
in conversation and addressed person- 
ally as Queen Alexandra, so that there 
may be no confusion of ideas as re- 
gards "the King" bc-ins the ruler.

"mound"' which is a large amethyst, 
and a cross of jewels. The queen's is 
like the king's, but shorter. The scep- 
ter is placed in the king's right hand 
during coronation, and in his left hand 
he holds the solder virge. or rod, tipped 
with a dove. The queen consort's is 
similar, but of ivory. 


Four swords are used in the corona- 


tion of a British sovereign. First Is the 
two-banded Sword of State, in its splen- 
did scabbard of criis=cn velvet; then 
comes the curious Curtann. the cro«s- 
hilted pointless Sword of Mercy, borne 
naked before the k:ng. The Sword of 
Spiritual Justice is blue pointed. w<th 
a 40-inch blade, and the Sword of tJje 
Justice of Temporality is sharp, but 
otherwise similar to the latter two. The 
king's and queen's rings, the great gold- 
en spurs, and the bracelets, also play 
an important part In coronation cere- 
monses.

nation an*! other particulars. Queen 
Victoria fssued iwo, in The- second of 
which she dispensed with the proccs- 
<;ioK, "and wnh the services and attend- 
ance of nil person^ who by ancient cc«- 
lom or usage, or in regard of their tf-n- 
ures of any manors, lands, or other 
hereditaments, do claim ano are bonac! 
to do and perform any services at the 
time of the coronation."' 


Early in the morning of the day fixed 


for the ceremony, the Lord Chamber- 
lain delivers to the king the fchirt pre- 
pared for the anointing, the neck and 
arn:s tied with ribbons. The king is 
robed by the Lord High Chamberlain 
and the Chamberlain of the Household. 
The sovereign then goes to Westmin- 
ster, where all the peers, spiritual and 
temporal, assemble. A procession is 
formed into the-fiall, where the king is 
seated on the king's bench. While this 
was being done, it used to be customary 
for the dean and prebendaries of West- 
minster, attended by the choir, to bring 
the regalia, then kept in the Abbey, 
over the Hall. In any case, the crown 
is brought and laid before the king, 
\\ho ther signifies that the great pro- 
cession shall be formed.
